Notwithstanding the depression in 


business during the past few years, the 
woolen industry of the United States 
hu maintained a steady advance, and 
the increase in the demand for domestic 
woolen cloths has been great. 
The 


development of this manufacture has 
gone on steadily for a period of ten 
years, but it is ouly within the last five 
or six years that it has obtained its 
present perfection in the fabricates of 
woolen easiitnerea. In 1870 the num- 
ber of seta of cards engaged in the 
production of woolen fabrics was 4,139, 
divided among the different states as 
follows • Arkansas, 7 sets , California, 
20 ; Connecticut, 421; Delaware, 14 , 
Georgia, 13 ; Illinois, 97 ; Indiana, 
121; Iowa, 79, Kentucky, 36 ; Maine, 
104; Massachusetts, 1,155, Michigan, 
30 ;' Mississippi, 4;

It is also stated that although a 
heavy duty ia lev ted on wool, American 
eassimeres can bit sold from twenty to 
twenty-five per cent, cheaper than the 
foreign goods. The agents of woolen 
mills believe that if the duty were 
taken off wool American 
oassimeres 


would bo exported to foreign countries 
which are supplied now from the Eu- 
ropean markets. During the last four 
or five years the importation of fancy 
eassimeres has been reduced mere than 
one-half, The importation of foreign 
cloths is at present chiefly confined to 


in a perfectly disinterested way, that 
President GranUhaa some reasons to 
feel deeply aggrieved and injured by 
the conduct of Mr. Bristow.

INDIAN MATTERS. 


QHKYSNNE, July 2C.—Advices from 


Gen. Crook's command, in camp on the 
south fork of the Tongue river, July 
23d, via Fort Fettermau, 26th, are ot 
importance. 
The main'body of Sioux 


are believed to have taken to the Big 
Horn mountains, where game is more 
abundant and the grass fresher. The 
Indians efforts to burn the grass of the 
valleys makes it almost imperative rn 
Crook to follow them up at once. His 
force musters about 1,200 regular sol- 
diers andVcifizcBS volunteers, besides 
the 200 Smtfte allies, and he feels that 
he can, at least, hold his owl on any 
ground the enemy may sellct. It is 
expected that the wagons wilrbe park< d 
on the main Tongue river, near the 
mountains, and with the pack teams, 
loaded with from fifteen to twenty 
days rations, a vigorous but careful ad- 
vance will immediately follow. 


The enemy is believed to be on the 


head waters of Ash Creek and the 
Little Big Horn, i.ot far from the Mon- 
tana and Wyoming line, 30 to 40 miles 
from Crook's present camp.

'Utaeral Sheridan will take the field and 
personally superintend the movements 
«f troops, u he did in his successful 
eaaspaign of 1868 and 18G9 against 
the Indians between the Platte and the 
1RW Rir« of tha South. General 
Sherman will remain in Washington, 
directing tha general Movement* and 
providing tha nnoeseary means ta in- 
sare tha success of tha expedition.— 
Tha plan of campaign which has bean 
letanatied upon is to make a combined 
voveVMt with three columns, with 
PorVEUli aa the base. Two of tha 
IsoUmns will move directly against the 
'Indians, end one against their villages. 
•Gen. Sheridan will, according to tha 
pr*s*at plan, establish his headquarters 
in th* field at MOM advantageous point 
OB Goaaa Creek, about forty miles 
Mriawatt of Foit Phil. Kearney and 
Bear tha scene of Gen. Crook's battle 
OB tha Roaebud an tha 17th of June.

Qoeral Sherman 
niptessas the opinion that the war will 
fee stubborn and severe.

workmen 
seldom change employers, 


while in this country operatives are 
changing about continually. 
While 


this repeated changing is not detrimen- 
tal to the making of the coarser fabrics, 
manufacturers say it is very much so 
with regard to finer goods. There are, 
however, great quantities of cloths and 
doeskins made in this country, but only 
of a fineness suited to tho ready-made 
clothing trade. Merchant tailors use 
tho imported black cloths and doeskins 
exclusively iu their custom trade. Some 
yean ago tho demand for foreign goods 
for ready-made clothing was in excess 
of tho domestic goods, but at present 
that blanch of trade ia almost exclu- 
sively confined to Jiome-manufaotured 
articles, 
Tho style, durability and ap- 


pearance is equal to that of the foreign 
cloth, and the cost much less. The 
manufacturers think that the hard 
times, which havo had the effect of in- 
ducing people to buy cheaper goods, 
have had the effect of completely dis- 
pelling the prejudice against American 
cloths, and that tha recant stagnation 
in business will be recompensed by the 
increased production and general use of 
American goods.
